CHINESE TORTURE BY FAMINE. 


An Unfortunate Creature Who Was Hanged 
0 Up Without Food. 
Yesterday we visited the Che-hsien’s 
yamen in the city for the purpose of inquring 
into the truth of the statement that a criminal 


was exposed in a cage and was being therein 
starved and tortured to death. Such an 
event is of rare occurrence in Shanghai City 
of recent years, and its revival by the new 
district magistrate is somewhat surprising. 
The unfortunate creature stood upright in a 
bamboo cage, about five feet high, with his 
neck through a cangue, by which he would 
have been almost suspended—or, at least, the 
tips of his toes would barely have touched 
the bottom of the cage—had it not been that 
some person had placed a large stone under 
the man’s feet. 

By this his sufferings were greatly relieved 
and his chances of death by strangulation 
reduced. He did not look particularly dis- 
tressed at his position amid the raillery and 
the rsofthe spectators, who displayed

New York Tribune: Several years ago the 
scientific world was startled by the result of 
a series of experiments made to test the 
theory that for a brief interval the eye re- 
tains upon its retina the last object on which 
it rested in life—in other words, that a species 
of photogravh is made upon that organ 
which, if quickly examined with a magnify- 
ing lens, may be plainly identified. It was 
alleged that an assasin had been convicted in 
France on the strength of the evidence thus 
obtained, the image of the murderer having 
been found impressed upon tne eye of his 
victim while the latter was in the act of be- 
ing struck down by the murderer’s weapon. 
Owing to the many impediments in the way 


of killing people for the mere purpose of ad- 
ding to the store of human knowiedgeſ but 
little advance has been made in the develop- 
ment of this curious thought, and until some 
one ynselfishly volunteers to be experimented 
upon for the benefit of science it is not likely 
that much progress will be made in such a 
difficult field of research.

There was 
something peculiar in the appearance of the 
dura mater. The sac of the arachnoid con- 
tained a little bloody scrum. The pia mater 
was normal. On removing these the 
surface of the brain proper was 
exposed. The general appearance of 
the cerebrum Was likewise normal, 
the convolutions not being remarkable 
except at one point. The inferior portion of 
the ascending frontal convolution of the left 
side was very prominent, bulging in such a 
manner as to form à decided protuberance. 
Advanced physiologists allege that the con- 
trolling centre of speech is located in part, if 
not wholly, at this point; and it has been 
demonstrated by Dax, Broea, Ferrier, and 
Others that it is this portion of the brain, if 
any, which governs the faculty of speech. 
This part when pressed upon by a tumor or 
subjected to violence causes aphasia, or the 
prevention or perversion of the articulate 
language. On opening the brain it was found 
that the projection was caused entirely by an 
increase in the gray or vesicular matter, 
which was much thickenéd at this point. The 
rest of the cerebrum was — in every 
particular. 

The cerebrum is composed of two materials 
—a white substance, or conducting material, 
and a gray substance, Which is supposed to 
be the seat of reason and thought. The gray 
material is on the outside, like a shell; hence 
it is the cortical portion. Its thickness would

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HE KILLS HIS WIFE WITH ARSENIC 
AND WEDS THE GOVERNESS. 


An Extraordinary Case of Wife-Poisoning— 
A Retired British Officer, Over 60 Years 
Old, Poisons His Wife with Fiendish 
Cunning and Delberatlon— During Her 
Long Illness He Allows No Other Phy- 
sician to Attend Her—Her Friends’ Sus- 
picions Aroused—The Murderer Hanged. 


The crime of Maj. Cross, who was hanged in 
Cork Jan. 10, is thus described by the London 
Lancet: The trial of Surgeon-Major Cross for 
the willful murder of his wife by poison com- 
menced the 14th ult., and, after lasting 
the whole of three days and the greater part 
of a fourth, resulted in a verdict of guilty, 
the prisoner being sentenced to be hanged 
Jan. 10. : 

The accused, Philip Henry Eustace Cross, 
was aretired army Surgeon-Major, having 
obtained the L. R. C. S. I. in 1848, and being 
now about 68 years of age. He was married 
to the deceased lady (whose maiden name 
was Laura Mary Marriott) in 1869, she being 
at the time of her decease 46 years of age. 
Soon after their marriage he left the army, 
and they went to live at Shandy Hall, near 
Cork, being in comfortable circumstances, 
having a family of five children, and they 
would appear to have lived happily together 
until the close of 1886. 

At that time the prisoner began to treat his 
wife with indifference, and, having formed 
an adulterous intimacy with a Miss Skinner, 
a lady who had been governess in his family 
for three months, he began to treat his wife 
with cruelty, threatening and cursing her. 
He left home last March, and was proved to 
have staid at a hotel in Dublin with Miss 


Skinner, they hving as man and wife under 
the assumed name of Osborne. Up till the end 
of April last the deceased, though somewhat 
delicate, had fairly good health and was seen 
by a gentleman (who had known her for 
tweive years) king about a field looking 
well, and expressing herself as feeling well. 
May 8 she was at church; on the 9th she 
was out visiting, and on the 10th she was 
first attacked with—to use the words of a 
lady friend, Miss Jefferson, who was on a 
visit—*‘ spasms of the heart, cramps, vomit- 
ing. and diarrhea.” The following day she 
remained in bed, where she continued sev- 
from the same symptoms. 
tter and had a walk with 
Miss Jefferson; the next day she went to 
church, it being Ascension- „ but drove 
back. The 22 (Sunga ) she was out for the 
last time in her life. The 24th she was again 
in bed, suffering from the same symptoms as 
before. That day she was seen for the first 
time by a medical man other than her hus- 
band, this being Dr. Thomas Godfrey, a near 
neighbor, and an uncle by marriage of the 
prigoner. | 

He saw her in bed, Cross being present, his 
visit lasting about fifteen minutes. He had 
been told by Cross that his wife was suffer- 
ing from diarrbea, and the impression con- 
veyed to his (Dr. Godfrey’s) mind was that 
she was suffering from a bilious attack. He 
suggested that she should have three or four 
grains of caiomel and an aperient on tne 
following morning. It is always easy to be 
wise after the event, and cases of criminal 
poisoning generally come to the notice of 
medical practitioners in so insidious a man- 
ner as to escape notice. Had Dr. Godfrey 
pushed his inquiries further than he appears 
to have done its true. nature might perhaps 
then have been diagnosed, possibly even in 
time to save the poor y’s hfe. 
She had a wet cloth around her head, 
una when asked by him the reason why 
she made no reply. The intermittent 
character of the symptoms, and Cross’ state- 
ment that the vomiting and diarrhea were 
much better that day, were suspicious. Dr. 
Godfrey’s evidence would appear to have 
surprised both the learned Judge and counsel 
for the defense, while the Attorney-Gen- 
eral did not reéxamine him. He was never 
asked to see her again, but, fiving so near, 
it — ä that he should never have 
called. 

No other medical practitioner saw her, no 
nurse was procured, and ali the evidence as 
to symptoms came from non-professional 
witnesses, Miss Jefferson’s being especial 
valuable. This lady kept a diary, from whic 
most of the preceding facts have been given, 
and the 26th she began to be alarmed. The 
27th and 28th she noticed that the deceased's 
eyes seemed irritated and inflamed: 
the latter also complained that she could not 
see distant objects, read the paper, or write. 
On the 29th she was getting weaker and was 
drowsy; she was constantly vomiting. On 
Wednesday, June 1, Miss Jefferson saw her 
alive for the last time; she was quite intelli- 
gent, able to express her wishes, give orders, 
and to describe her state. The exact time of 
death could never be ascertained, as only the 
prisoner was present; but according to his 
statement made to the servants it occurred 
about 1 a.m. Thursday, June 2. The de- 
ceased was not dressed in the usual grave- 
clothes, and the prisoner assisted two of the 
servants in laying her out. The clergyman 
who visited her was not allowed to see her 
when he called the second time, and other 
friends were kept away from her for al- 

ed reasous which were not correct. ö 

une 3 the prisoner registered the death as 
due to “ typhoid-fever,’’ he being both the in- 
formant and the certifyin medical attend- 
ant. Next—and this 1s still more remarkable 
—the body of the unfortunate deceased was 
buried the Saturday after, at 7 o’clock in the 
morning, the prisoner having tried to ar- 
range for the burial an hour earlier. He now 
stated to a neighbor that she had died from 
heart-disease. June 17 he married Miss Skin- 
nerin London, and, the police having ob- 
tained information justifying an inquest, the 
ange A of the deceased was exhumed July 24, 
in thé presence of Dr. Crowley (who iden- 
tified it) and Dr. Charles Yelverton Pearson 
(lecturer on medical jurisprudence in Queen's 
Uollewe, Cork) 

The result of the post-mortem examination 
effectually disproved that typhoid-fever was 
the cause of death. The body was remarka- 
bly well preserved, considering the time of 
year and the excessive heat; the heart was 
found healthy, and all the appearances were 
consistent with death from irritant ison- 
ing. Dr. Pearson found crystals of white 
arsenic in the Contents of the stomach, and 
obtained 1.74 grains of arsenic from this or- 
gan alone. He obtained 1.28 grains of arsenic 

rom the liver, and found it in the spieen and 
kidneys. In the small intestines he found 
strychnine, the quantity of which he 
estimated at less than one-hundredth part of 
a grain. He was subjected to a very 
severe cross- examination by the prison- 
er’s counsel, and was, recalled to be 
questioned by the jury just before they found 
their verdict. Mr. Justice Murphy, in his 
charge to the jury, paid Dr. Pearson a very 
high compliment, which was well: deserved. 
It would appear to be the first occasion on 
which Dr. Pearson has been required to make 
a post-mortem inspection and to chemically 
examine the viscera in a case of arsenical 
poisoning. While his evidence leaves noth- 
ing to be desired, it would have been more 
comfortable for him and would have 
strengthened the case for the crown had 
there been a second analyst with previous 
experience of such work, either working 
jointly with him or independently. It only 
remains to add to the already strong case 
against the prisoner Cross that he was 
proved to have purchased a large quantity of 
arsenic for the alleged purpose of sheep- 


dipping. 
® case affords another melancholv illus- 
tration of what has been seen before—that 
among members of a noble profession are to 
be found criminals of the deepest dye. It is 
some consolation to reflect that in this case, 
as in those of Palmer, Lamson, and Pritch- 
ard, the prisoner was not in actual practice, 
having retired from the army and never hav- 
ing practiced as a civil surgeon. It is satis- 
factory to notice that there has been no delay 
in bringing him to justice, or any undue len- 
iency displayed toward him by his profes- 
sional brethren. His crime resembies that of 
Pritchard in its motive, each naving been led 
to commit it in order that he might re- 
move out of the way a wife who was 
an impediment to marriage with a female 
with whom an adulterous intercourse 
had already existed. It also resembled that 
of Lamson in its utter audacity and reckles- 
ness of consequences, there being less cun- 
ning and more cl iness than are displayed 
by the average pojsoner. But it surpasses all 
1 cases in its wanton crueity, its cold - 
looded deliberation, its disregard of all the 
decencies of social hfe. . The marriage of the 
second wife almost before the first couid 
have been cold in her graye was aggravated 
by the fact that it took place in the very same 
chureh in which, eighteen years ago, he mar- 
ried her whom he had treated so cruelly and 
so foully murdered. So aggravated was the 
case in all its surroundings that his counsel 
were almost unable to make any defense.

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Burlington & Quincy Road has had prac- 
tically a monopoly of ail business m and out 
of Quincy except what went by river or over 
a short line into Northern Missouri known as 
the Quincy, Missouri & Pacific Railroad. 


The Burlington management has owned or 
controlled every other road entering the city. 
It has the branch to Louisiana, Mo., on the 
Illinois side of the Mississippi, and the St. 
Louis, Keokuk & Northwestern Road on the 
Missouri side; the branch running north to 
Carthage, III., and Burlington, Ia.; the Han- 
nibal & St. Joseph, between Quincy and Kan- 
sas City, and the Burlington main line to 
Galesburg. The Wabash, the only means of 
competition of any kind with the Burlington 
comes into the city over twenty miles of the 
latter’s track on conditions which prohibit 
local business by its trains. The business of 
Quincy has consequently been a small golu- 
mine for the Burlington lines. The manage 
ment of the road, so far as this city 16 con- 
cerned, has been surprisingly short-sighted, 
in view of the facts conditions. It is 
charged, at least, by the shippers that the 
Burlington has maintained freight rates to 
and from Quincy at res which made it 
almost impossible for jobbers and manufact- 
urers here to do business at a profit; that, in 
substance, knowing it was without d compet- 
ing line, the Burlington discriminated se- 
verely aguinst Quincy and in favor of places 
where traftic was likely to go to some other 
line. 

This may have been a very natural proced- 
ure, but it made a good many Quincy men 
mad. Of course, there were conferences 
with the Burlington officials, in hopes of get- 
ing a rectification of the alleged injustice. 
Meetings of citizens were held and the situa- 
tion.discussed; and, finally, the people con- 
cluded they would try and get a new outlet 
to some important city. The scheme. met 
with hearty support great enthusiasm. 
The Burlington appeared to be serene during 
the early days of the agitation, perhaps con- 
fident in its own power and conscious of the 
weakness of the movers in the enterprise, 


But it has since been considerably stirred up 


over the prospects of having to encounter a

How many projects for rew lines have been 
encouraged by Quincy it would be difficult 
to say. The Jacksonville & Southeastern 
wanted to come in, trom Litchfield or vicinity, 
but there was not enough stability to the 
plan. Then it was proposed to get a con- 
nection with the Pennsyivania system, by 
way of the Vandalia, but this, too, failed of 
consummation.

The 
argument was that the Alton would be giad 
to come to Quincy and secure the western 
connection afforded by the Quincy, Missouri 
& Pacific, which would ultimately be ex- 
tended to the Missouri River and to a 
connection with the Union Pacific. It 
was not long, however, before these nego- 
tiations failed, presumably because the Al- 
ton was not disposed to engage in a direct 
war with the Burlington. 

The next move, or rather one which had 
meantime been sugzested, was to get the II- 
linois Central to build from Havana to 
Quincy: and a local company was organized 
which made a survey of the route through 
Schuyier, McDonough, Hancock, and Adams 
Counties and undertook to secur? aid to buiid 
the road. The Quincy, Missouri & Pacific, 
running from this city to Milan, Mo., was ail 
of this time endeavoring to get an 
eastern outiet. The managers entered 
into negotiations with the Indianap- 
olis, Decatur & Springfield, ana they 
pr ed so far as to get to the basis of an 
agreement, but when ail details of the reor- 
ganization and consolidation of the com 
nies were perfected a hitch occurred which 
prevented the signing of the necessary pa- 


pers.

All of these schemes have kept business- 
men active and interested, and, in fact, 
the whole city has had a railroad craze 
for months, which has not yet ruu its 
course.

ties, sometimes two or three parties 
in the same direction and over the same 
ground, have been of such frequent occur- 
rence as to keep the excitement at fever 
heat. Very quietly last week a party of sur- 
veyors started for Beardstown, when it de- 
veloped that a new company—the incy & 
Beardstown Short-Line—had secretly 
organized, had made a preliminary survey, 
and had started out this corps to permanent- 
ly locate the line, furnished with official pa- 
pers to secure right of way and to do every- 
thing necessary to commence grading the 
road. The mysterious e of the pro- 
ceedings gave rise to a number of 
rumors, among which is one to the ef- 
fect that the Quincy & Beardstown 
Short-Line Company was organized and is 
acting under authority derived from New 
York City. The surveyors took with them a 
sketch of the line, which is perfectly straight 
and due east from Quincy. It touches the 
Town of Versailles, in Brown County, short- 
ening the distance to that town twelve miles 
compared with the road now used. It is ex- 
pected that the Wabash will find this new 
road. when constructed, a desirable route for

silver paten he had engraved for the Church 
of St. John the Baptist at Florence. Im- 
provements in the two arts have kept pace, 
but while printing proper has continued on 
its way without interruption from the be- 
ginning engraving on copper, which attained 
a high degree of glory in the hands of a few 
Dutch, Italian, French, German, and English 
artists, ithas in later times declined and 
been succeeded by engraving on wood, which 
has been developed to its greatest excellence 
in the United States, and by etching, in 
which the superiority is still with the French. 


Accidental as was the discovery of the 


Florentine goldsmith, it was seized upon by 
men of genius and consecrated to the service 
of the highest art, of which it became an ef- 
ficient interpreter. Finiguerra was wont, as 
goldsmiths still are, to cut designs upon the 
articles that were purchased in his shop. 
When the cutting was done he filled the 
spaces with a black enamel to bring out the 
design more distinctly against the tone of the 


metal. After the enamel had been poured in 
it was impossible to correct any defects in 
the cutting; and to test the lines he was ac- 
customed to prove the design by filling the 
spaces with clay and covering the clay with 
sulphur; when the furrows were detined on 
the new ground he filled them with lamp 
black. Then he saw his design precisely as 
it would look upon the enameled metal and 
pe any corrections that might be re- 
9 : 

There are conflicting accounts of the cir- 
cumstances leading to his discovery of get- 
ting proofs upon paper. One is that he con- 
ceived the idea of getting a proof upon a sil- 
ver plate with damp paper pressed with a 
roller; his first experiment ing the first 
printed engraving. Anotner is, that having 
filled with soot and oil the lines he had cut 
upon metal, to get an idea how the design 
would look when brought into relief by the 
enamel, he absentmindediy laid the plate 
face down upon a sheet of paper, and when 
he took it up n the first printed engrav- 
ing lay before his astonished eyes. Whiuch- 
ever version be the true one, the 
discovery of the first means by which 
designs on metal may be transferred 
to paper, belongs without dispute to the 
Florentine goldsmith. Two proofs in sul- 
phur by Finiguerra have been preserved. 
One is in the Dur azzo collection in Genoa, 
the other was procured for the British mu- 
seum. The first proof he obtained froma 
roller is in the Cabinet of Prints at Paris. 
On the other hand, Marco Polo found that 
the Chinese had printed from copper on mul- 
berry-tree paper at least as early as the thir- 
teenth century—only another evidence that 
in the East there was an advanced civiliza- 
tion of which we had only a faint conception 
until within the comparatively recent period, 
when, through the services of the etymolo- 
gists, the long forgotten culture of the earlier 
homes of the human race is once more com- 
ing to be understood.

Rude but ex- 
pressive, more curious than artistic, it shows 
very palpably that it was the lights which 
were hollowed. Place beside it e portrait 
of Philip himseif, after his own nting, by 
Edehnck, one of the greatest of engravers, 
and itis apparent that it was the shadows 
and contour only that were hollowed. The 
process of printing from wood and from 
copper differs also. In the former case 
ink is passed over the surface so as 
to blacken only the relief and the print is ob- 
tained by pressing the paper against the 
inked surface. In the latter the whole plate 
is covered with ink; 1t is then dried so as to 
leave ink only in the cuttings; and to the 
bottom of these the paper is pressed by the 
roller. Etchings are printed in the same 
way, and proofs in either case are necessari- 
ly most esteemed, because they are the im- 
pressions taken while the lines preserve 
their — unimpaired and the ink gives 
back the fullest and finest image o 
which was in the artist's mind. 

Since the decline of metai-engraving the 
great prints of the old and splendid masters 
have come to be luxuries only for the con- 
noisseur. No process of reproduction can 
multipiy them. Few in number, many of 
them of remarkable beauty, all of extraordi- 
nary technique, the lives of the men who 
made them were wholly absorbéd in their 
creation. Years were spent on one plate. 
An art of such demand upon life and all that 
makes it vivacious is not suited to our day. 
Take the “Sistine Madonna” of Raphael. 
The picture is in the Dresden gallery. 
John Gotthardt Miller, a pupil of the 
great engraver Wille, was commissioned to 
engrave it. Those who have gazed upon its 
beauty with astonishment and admiration 
have rarely realized that in its lines are im- 
mortalzed the martyrdom of him who 
brought the noble conception within the sight 
of the world that does not go to Dresden. It 
is a stupid notion that in some inexplicable 
way the engraver has mechanical assistance 
allied or akin to photography or architectural 
drafting. His only aids are his eyes; in them 
che must have a pair of compasses.“ as one 
of the greatest of them said. His only serv- 
ants are his hands; in them he must have 
the inspiration which embodies artistic ideas. 

Six years Müller toiled; a slave and a 
King, bound to his subject, conscious that in 
carrying out his undertaking he should live 
as long as Raphael himself. When at length 
the plate was finished he presented it to the 
publisher from whom be had obtained the 
commission. The latter, after careless ex. 
amination, refused to accept it on the ground 
that the cutting was too shallow to allow of 
a sufficient number of impressions upon the 
roller. Once more Müller had to traverse 
every atom of every line; and by the time 
the second task was finished the grave was 
ready for him. Mental depression, caused by 
disappointment, deepened into insanity, in- 
sanity culminated in death before the eyes 
that had conveyed to mankind oneof the 
most sublime artistic visions recovered their 
conscious clearness, and he died in Paris the 
day the first proof was printed. With an 
instinct in which mockery and pathos were 
blended, it was bung upoa his bier. 

Among the most interesting engravings 
shown by Mr. Rouillier are several recently 
arrived from the sale of the effects of Henry 
Ward Beecher. Among them are Vischer’s 
Alexander VII. and a fine proof from a plate 
by Sir Robert Strange, the Scotch engraver, 
who studied m Italy and became in certain 
qualities of style the first of British designers 
upon copper. There may be seen aiso the 
portrait of Sir Robert Hunter by Sharp, after 
the painting by Sir Joshua Reynolds, consid- 
ered by engravers one of the most successful 
examples of their craft in any period of its 
practice. Two plates will be found of unique 
interest, both by Calamatta, the Italian en- 

raver of the first half of this century. One 
is the mask of Napoleon from the cast taken 
by Dr. Antommarchi at St. Helena in 1834; 
the other the Egyptian- like head, somewhat 
modernized of course, of Geo Sand.

DID BACON AID SHAKSPEARE? 

‘Many people are loath to accept the claim of 
Ignatius Donnelly that the wonderful plays 
ascribed to Shakspeare were written by Ba- 
con. To credit the new theory involves not 
only the overthrow of a deeply-rooted belief, 
but also the disregard of a good many points 
which men have been accustomed to look 
upon as good evidence that Shakspeare was 
the author of nis own plays and sonnets. It 
does much less violence to the feelings of the 
present and the faith of the past to think 
‘that the poet was largely aided by the philos- 
opher in his work. If, as claimed by Donnel- 
ly, Bacon was a frequenter of the play-house 
and a passionate admirer of the drama, he 
must have become well acquainted with the 
playwrights and actors of that time and 
spent many hours in their company, with the 


result of enriching their minds from the 


wonderful stores of his knowledge and the 
depth of his philosophical reasoning, if 
Shakspeare was a man of any recognized 
merit in his profession he must have at- 
tracted the attention of Bacon, ana if known 
to be the writer of any plays the great scholar 


| would surely be well aware of it, as the Lon-

| Shakspeare was a man deficient in rose! 


but possessed of an ambitious spirit and 

anxious to obtain a knowledge of facts which 
hig own information did not cover, there is 
nothing improbabie in the idea that, know- 
ing Bacon’s almost universal wisdom, he ap- 
plied tohim for assistance in framing some 
of the historical plays. Bacon was thor- 
oughly at home in the Greek and Latin 


verbal translations of striking pas- 
sages therefrom and sketched im con- 
versation the leading incidents in many of 
the stories told or hinted at by the early 
' Writers of Greece and Rome, as well as those 
of several other countries, for he was ac- 
quainted with modern languages in addition 
to those called ancient. 

Shakspeare was a stranger to those works 
in the original, for we have the testimony of 
a man who was his friend and e that 
he “knew little Latin and lesa Greek.” But 
he had at command North’s English transla- 
tion of the Lives of Plutarch,“ the first 
edition of which appeared in 1570, when the 
poet was only 15 years old. The fourth edi- 
tion came out in 1612, and it is pretty well 
established that Shakspeare owned a copy of 
it, which is now in the Greenock (Scotland) 
Library. A comparison of these lives with 
some of the plays shows that the work of 
North was liberally drawn upon for facts sup- 
posed to have been historical, and much of 
the philosophy of the plays may have been 
gathered from contact with Bacon, If they 
were written by Shakspeare be must have 
been a man of almost illimitable capacity for 
absorption, able to carry away and reproduce 
material at will which had been gathered in 
conversation, as some of the newspaper re- 
porters of our own day can write out a speech 
accurately to which they have hstened with- 
out taking notes during the time of its de- 
livery. 

The most natural supposition is that from 
the man and the hook Shakspeare picked up 
all the classical allusions and historical points 
that are to be found in the plays, while the 
anachronisms and geographical blunders 
which they contain are precisely such as 
would be made by a writer who had obtained 
his knowledge at second hand. Bacon would 
never have committed those errors. He knew 
better, Which Shakspeare did not. A similar 
remark may be made in regard to the se- 
quence of incidents in some of the plays, 
which crudely fits the logical methods 
of Bacon’s mind as shown in those works 
that are universally admitted to have been 
written by him. But just in proportion as 
they are severely logical do they savor of the 
pedantic. They have in them nothing 
of the play of fancy that runs riot 
through the Midsummer Night’s Dream, and 
consort as badly with it as did Bottem 
with Titania, the knight of the buck basket, 
with Mistress Ford in the Merry Wives of 
Windsor,” or King Lear with his jester. It 
is impossible to conceive of Bacon donning 
the fool’s cap and bells, even in a frolic, It 
is not hard to fancy him sitting in a tavern 
with a lot of boon companions and rattling 
off selections from his ponderous lore as did 
the man of whom Bunyan wrote that the 
more ale he hath in his crown the more of 
these things he hath in his mouth.“ It is 
not at all difficult to think of Shakspeare as 
drawing this out and drinking it all in for 
use in one of his plays, furnishing a parallel 
to the bright-witted Sheridan of a later day, 
who never allowed himself to be seen with a 
book in his hand, yet was always well 
abreast with the school knowledge as well as 
the court gossip of his time. 

Shakspeare Wenn began his literary 
work as an adapter. Pericles 
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‘Jectual toll freely upon his.contemporaries as 
well as on his that Ben Jonson 
as well as Bacon contr™uted to the wealth 
of his plays, and this kind of ap- 
propriatich was not in those 
days as specially objectionable. We find 
only one maa, Greene, complaining of it, and 
that just before he died in poverty and neg- 
lect, though the language of . the plaint may 
fairly be accepted as intimating that other 
writers to whom it was addressed had fared 
quite as badly as did Greene at the hands of 
the all-absorbing dramatist, who shared with 
“Bacon the right to be calied the literary octo- 
pus of the age in whieh they lived. 

Tired of his work and content with his ac- 
cumulations, Shakspeare gave up his plays 
and went home to rest and die, Bacon re- 
mained behind to put forth some of his great- 
est efforts after the Bard of Avon had quitted 
the scene forever. There was no money in 
publishing the plays during the lifetime of 
the poet. They were only wanted for repro- 
duction on the boards, not having been dis- 
covered to be worth reading for their literary 
excellence, and it will be remembered that 
the percentage of readers in the community 
was much smalier then than it is now. 
Seventeen of the thirty-seven /plays appear. 
to have been printed separately previous to 
1623, and perhaps most if not all of these 
were put in type simply for use by his stage 
company, though some think they were 
issued surreptitiously. Copies of these were 
used for the now tar-famed edition of 1623, 
the publication of which was superintended 
by Heminge and Condell, who had been 
feliow-actors with the author. It is impossi- 
ble to say now how much of the “ byphena- 


lays such stress, was written in ink in the 
separate originals to indicate peculiarities of 
delivery of certain passages on the stage, 
and the irregular “pagination” may have 
been due to the ignorance of literary work 
on the part of the two actors. 

There does not seem to be good reason for 
’ beheving that Bacon had anything to do 
with this edition, more than had the man in 
the moon, of whom we have a hint in the 
„% Midsummer Night’s Dream.“ Still, it is 
not impossible to suppose that, impelled by 
his well-known egotism, he prevailed upon 
the publishers to let him manipulate the copy 
without telling them what use he intended to 
make of the privilege, and that he then in- 
troduced a cipher for the purpose of mysti- 
fying the world many years in the future, 
when some genius hke Donnelly should arise 
with enough of curiosity and leisure to puz- 
zle it out. Even if there were such a erypto- 
gram in the plays as is claimed by Donnelly, 
it would by no means prove that Bacon was 
telling the truth in making this stealthy 
avowal that they were really the coinage of 
his own brain and not the work of Shakspeare. 
Bacon is known to have been guilty of at 
least one act which shows him té have had a 
very elastic conscience and poor comprehen- 
sion of the law of meum and tuum, though 
deeply versed in the legal lore of the ages. 
In other words, he is not to be believed. 
The meanest of mankind,” as he was 
dubbed by Pope, may well be supposed capa- 
ble of stooping to such a cheat in the hope of 
building up a lasting reputation in the dis- 
tant future when time should have effaced 
the record of his enen.

REVOLUTIONARY WAR WIDOWS STILL 
DRAWING PENSIONS. 

There were printed in Tun Taisuns a few 
days since biographical sxetches of four Revo- 
lutionary War widows—good old ladies now 
in the eighties and nineties—whoe have spent 
very useful though humble lives, reared 
large families of children, and managed to 
live comfortably with little more thaw the 
pension earned by their dead and gone fight- 
ing husbands. It is possible that our readers 
perused these sketches and admired the 
sturdy character of these war survivors, 
vhough they may have overlooked one very 
important fact which goes to explain the par- 
adox why there are so many Revolutionary 
widows on the pension-roils, though nearly a 
century has elapsed since the close of that 
war. The marriage date of these venerable 
women, however, gives a ciew to the mys- 
tery. 

It is noticeable that there is a striking siw- 
liarity in all four cases. Their first love for 


early. 

Mrs. Betsy Wallingford, living in Blue 
Earth County, Minnesota, now 92 years of 
age, at the tender age of 16 married Jonathan 
Wallingford, a Revolutionary soldier of 50, 
who of course passed away long ago. 

Fannie Jones Chance at 17 married Isaac 
Fisher, then 75 years of age. Fanny was 
twice a widow, having married Mr. Chance 
several years ago. 

Olive Charlotte Morton at 18 married Peter 
Turman, then 67 years of age. 

The last of the quartet, Sarah B. Dabney, 
at 18 married John O. Dabney, a Revolution- 
ary soldier of 57 years. 

The question at once suggests itself, Were 
these marriages contracted to get the benefit 
of pensions and to secure these child-brides 
the cert¢fnty of a guaranty from the Govern- 
ment which would at least place them 
abave absolute want through their lives? | 

There are now, we believe, but about a 
dozen of the Revolutionary widows left, for 
time is inexorable, and in the natural order 
of things the vast majority have passed the 
allotted span and gone where there are 
neither wars nor rumorsof wars. But when 
i, comes to the survivors of the War of 1812, 
though there may be a httle handful of the 
soldiers themselyes, there are widows 
enough to last for a long time to come and 
enjoy the liberality of the Government. It 
may be ungracious to criticise their conduct. 
In these hard days for women no one can 
biame them for taking any advantage at an 
early period of their lives which will 
them against any possibility of having to de- 
pend upon charity, The scheme is perfectly 
legitimate, and probably if the soldiers them- 
selves were alive to tell their experiences 
they would be the last to complain. As a 
rule, old men cannot get young wives 
unless they have an ample competence 
and a condition of health which does 
not indicate they will live very long to enjoy 


it. Under such circumstances the older the 


man the more favorable his opportunities. 
He can go in and win where young and lusty 
suitors have no chance. The old soldiers, as 
a rule, did not have much to bestow upon 
their young brides, but such as it was it was 
permanent, with evyery.prospect that Con- 
gressional patriotism would largely increase 
it. We only submit the facts as explanatory 
of the large number of 1812 widows. 

There isa side to the question, however, 
which is somewhat appalling. There are 
now living more than a million of survivors 
of the War of the Rebellion. Some of them 


are getting gray-headed. All of them will be 


so in a very few years, and in case they 
happen to be unmarried in the eighties 
and nineties will have reached the marriage- 
able age once more. If Congress goes on as 
it is doing now, increasing existing pensions 
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@beilion ‘marriages. ‘That it 
wall bo 2 tor the old fellows themselves 


recently | goes without saying. As we round over mto 
the next century, however, most of them will 


have gone beyond the necessity of pensions. 
The widows will remain, chipper, buxom, 
und hopeful, looking out for new conquests 
or enjoying their monthly stipend. Pos- 
terity will wonder at the multitude of 
these survivors of a war which took place 
before they were born, and who have no re- 
membrance of anything about it except the 
stories told them by their octogenarian 
spouses. As we bave said before, Tun Tuin- 
UNE has no ungracious comments to make. It 
only calls the attention of the veterans of 
Gettysburg and Vicksburg to the fate that is 
in store for thema destiny which the ma- 
jority vt them will prabsbly look forward to 
with cheerful resignation . 


THE WATER SUPPLY. 

If the statements made as to tne results of 
Commissioner Swift’s investigation into the 
management and capacity of the North Side 
pumping engines are proved true the people 
of Chicago, while they wil! have abundant 
cause tor wrath on account of the inefficien- 
cy and duplicity of the engineers who have 
been in charge, will also have good reason for 
congratulation. According to the statement 
of those who have been concerned in the in- 
vestigation the pumping engmes on the 
North Side, which we were ad to beheve 
from the published reportsof the Department 
of Public Works supplied us with an aver- 
age of 44,000,000 gallons of water daily, hard- 
ly furnished half that quantity. And so far 
from our water supply being; as was frequent- 
ly represented last summer, 130 gallons per 
inhabitant per day, and almost fully up tothe 
capacity of the tunnels, it fell below 95 gal- 
lons per inhabitant per day, and a supply 
from W to 30 per cent greater could be drawn 
through the tunneis without straining their 
capacity if the machinery were properly 
operated at the North Side pumping station. 

Now, if those statements are proved cor- 
rect all that will be. necessary to vrovide the 
entire city with an abundant supply of pure 
water every day throughout the year will be 
to place new engines at the North Side sta- 
tion and competent men in charge 
of them. The only efficient engine 
now operating at the North Side 
works was placed there in 1872, and it has 
not been properly handled and therefore not 
worked to its fullest capacity. Two other 
engines are old and not in proper working 
order, and it has been a mere waste of time 
and money to operate them. A thira is out 
of gear through the carelesness and incom- 
petency of the engineers who have been in 
charge, and who appear to have been in 
conspiracy with coal coutractors and ma- 
chinery contractors for the purpose of cheat- 
ing the veonle of Chicago. 

Of course nothing should be done in refer- 
ence to replacing the old engines until their 
uselesness 1s fully demonstrated. When 
that is done they should be removed and im- 
proved machinery placed in their stead to 
be operated by fit men. Proper machinery, 
skillfully opera will insure to the city 
and every part of it an abundant supply of 
water the whole year round.

MISS CAMPERLL'S CATCHING EXAMPLE. 

Miss Campbell's brillant success in secur- 
ing $45,000 from Arbuckle for breach of 
promise of marriage is provoking many at- 
tempts at imitatiOn, and the telegraph telle 
every day of similar proceedings actually 
brought or threatened against faithless 
lovers. Threatened defendants manifest un- 
usual agitation and alarm. The other day 
when a petition for damages to the amount 
of $10,000 was filed against a citizen of In- 
diana he hastened into court, confessed 
judgment, and paid the sum at once to estop 
further proceedings. In this way he escaped 
with less than a fourth ef the damages as- 
sessed against Arbuckle and kept his private 
correspondence sacred from the public eye. 
Doubtuess other defendants recently as- 
sailed are debating’ seriously whether 
prompt liquidation in full is not a 
better policy than a fight in the 
courts. As a means to promote such 
quiet and peaceful settlements it might 
be well for the Legislature to fix a maximum 
sum recoyerable in tuen cases, just as has 
been provided in sulta against railroads for 
causing the death of passengers. Defend- 
ants who will contest and fight te the last 
when a large sum is demanded might pay 
promptly and without controversy if the law 
hmited damages to a moderate amount. 

As Judge Beach remarked in charging the 
jury in the Arbuckle; dase, the principles of 
law that apply to a breach of a promise of 
marriage are clear and simple. No express 
agreement need be proved, but it may be in- 
ferred from actions and conduct. Nothing 
more need be established than an implied 
promise to marry and a failure to make it 
good within a reasonable time, provided there 
18 no valid excuse. Then, too, the question 
of intent, ordinarily so hard to prove, is 
easily established in a breach of promise 
case, for the reason that acts foreshadow- 
ing and attesting a matrimonial engagement 
are usually of a character to attract attention 
and impress all witnesses, leaying them in 
no doubt as to the truth of the matter. All 
these circumstances tend to promote and en- 
courage litigation, contrary to the usual 
policy of the law. Where the plaintiff proves 
good character a case is easily made out. 
Perhaps the law holds that where a fair 
plaintiff has suffered in feelings and emotions 
the path to pecuniary recompense should be 
made as smooth as posgible, At any rate, 
suits of this character are ordinarily not 
difficult to maintain, and there is no limit to 
the amount of damages recoverable. 
Whether the fixing of a maximum amount 
of damages for the loss of a lover would be 
justifiable or not, it cannot be denied that 
the statute of Illinois now makes an unjust 
discrimination between jilted maids and 
married women. The highest amount a 
widow can recover from a railroad 
company guilty of causing the death 
of a worthy and reliable husband is 
$5,000, whereas an unmarried woman can 
secure any amount the jury may allow for 
the loss of a recreant lover. This is mani- 
festly unjust. Take the Arbuckle case for 
instance. Losing Arbuckie as a lover, Miss 
Campbell obtained $45,000, whereas had she 
been married to him and lost him ina rail- 
road wreck in Illinois $5,000 would have been 
the limit of damages. No such rule can be 
justified. If an exempiary husband is worth 


only $5,000, a faithjess lover cannot be rated 


higher. Either we unmarried women must 
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wives and in favor of jmted maidens. More- 
over, while a breach of promise case is easy 
to prosecute a damage suit against a railroad: 
for the loss of a husband is hard to maintain, 
since it usually introduces the doctrine of 


contributory negligence and all that sort of} 


thing. At every point the law appears to dis- 
criminate against married women and to 
make the deprivation of a lever much more 
serious than the actual loss of a husband. 
The married women of Illinois are in a ma- 
jority and they should protest against this 
discrimination. 


WANTED—AN ARCHITECT. 

Some of the officers of the Board of Edu- 
cation assert that in order to provide for the 
proper protection of the pupils of the public 
schoolg the heating apparatus must be 
changed in twenty-nine buildings at an ag- 
gregate cont of $250,000, It seems that 
through an oversight on the part of the 
architect of the board no air-space has been 
left between the wood-work and the headers 
of the furnaces in those buildings. Some of 
the twenty-nine schools mentioned in the re- 
port are of recent construction. They were 
erected under the superintendence of the 
present high-priced architect of the board 
and on plans furnished by nim. It goes 
without saying that they are ornate and 
costly structures. It is a little strange that 
so soon after their erection they should have 
to be repaired at such enormous cost to the 
taxpayers. When Mr. Flanders was elect- 
ed to his present position we were 
informed by such eminent “ educators” as 
Dr. Norman Bridge and Messrs. Wenter and 
Stensland that he (Fianders) had shown him- 
self well qualified for his position, and that 
the buildings erected under his supervision 
“were model school buildings, fully equal, if 
“not superior, to any in the country.”’ 

In the same report in which this laudatory 
language occurs we are told that Mr. Flanders 
“prepared the plans and specifications and 
“superintended the construction of the fol- 
“lowing new buildings: Emerson, Jefferson, 
“Motley, Brenan, Arnold, Von Humboldt, 
“Knud Langland, Thomas Hoyne, Haven.” 
The names of tive of these are found in Mr. 
Guilford’s condemned list—viz.: Arnold, 
Brenan, Von Humboldt, Motley, and Lang- 
land. The following schools, also found in 
the condemned list, were built under Mr. 
Flanders’ supervision: the Garfield, Kosci- 
usko, Montefiore, Walsh, and Ogden. His 
neglect to provide for a proper and safe meth- 
od of heating these buildings threatens to 
impose a tax of $250,000 on the city. 

It is this architect who has recommended 
the costly dancing halls for the “attics” of 
new buildings and who has informed the 
Board of Education recently that it will cost 
$75,000 to repair a building the cost of whose 
erection was only about $40,000. The School 
Board needs a new architect. 


A PAROCHIAL SCHOOL QUESTION. : 

A report recently made to the Massachu- 
setts Legislature by its joint special com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the child- 
labor system of the State bids fair to arouse 
a bitter and exciting controversy by reason 
of one of its sections which applies to edu- 
cation. In this section it is contended that 
there should be the same standard of educa- 
tion for children attending private schools as 
18 maintained in the public schools; that the 
teachers in such schools ought to be as well 
qualified and as efficient as the public school 
teachers in the same locality; and that the 
city or town ought to determine through its 
School Committee whether these schools 
come up to the standard of the public. 

To cover this result, the authorities are in- 
vested with extraordinary powers, 8 fol 
lows: (1) Private schools shall be required to 
register and return lists of pupils and rec- 
ords of attendance to the school boards. 
(2) The School Committee shall visit and ex- 
amine, personally or by agent, the private 
schools and make returns to the State Board 
of Education. (8) No private school shall be 
approved unless it is taught by teachers hold- 
ing certificates of qualification obtained from 
the School. Committee, as is required of 
teachers in the public schools. 

The section appears to be an innocent one 
upon its face, but its introduction has al- 
ready caused hostile comment and bitter op- 
position by Protestants on the one hand and 
by Roman Catholics on the other, The third 
proposition is the one which has caused the 
trouble, for parochial schools, which are 
private schools not included in the public- 
school system recognized by the State, 
will come within its provisions. Some 
Protestants, therefore, will claim that 
this is a Jesuitical scheme to obtain 
the approval of the State for what is taught 
inthe Catholic schools. The idea has also 
been suggested in other quarters that certifi- 
cates of proficiency shall be granted to pupils 
graduating from these parochial schools, 
which it is urged will be conducive to their 
greater prosperity, and in general itis con- 
tended that these movements are but the 
first steps towards granting State aid to sec- 
tarian institutions, as is done in England. 
There is this difference, however, that 
whereas in England the parochial schools 
are the State church schools, in this country, 
where there is no State church, the parochial 
schools are almost entirely Roman Catholic. 

It is an interesting phase of the contest 
that many Roman Catholics are as bit- 
ter opponents of this third proposi- 
tion as the Protestants, and charge 
it to be “a Protestant blow’ at the 
parochial schools and an effort to get 
control of them. They denounce it as an in- 
dignity that nuns and Sisters of Charity, who 
are naturally modest and retiring, should be 


compelled to subject themselves to an exam-. 


ination by school boards. Thus there is a 
division in the ranks on both sides, some fa- 
voring and some Opposing, and every prospect 
of a first-class fight. It may be avoided by a 
compromise of some kind, or the Legislature 
may squelch the report of its committee al- 
together. In any event it will be a pretty 
safe ground for all parties to occupy—namely: 
that government has no authority to interfere 
with individual rights, and that the State and 
Church must be kept apart.. These are funda- 
mental ideas in our governmental scheme, and 
any project which threatens to set aside either 
should be regarded with instant suspicion. If 
the contest is to go on in Massachusetts it 
should be fought out én these lines. 

ALMosT simultaneously with the biography 
of Garibaldi, noticed in the cable dispatches 
of Tus Trisunge ten days ago, there has 
been issued in Italy a collection of the 
letters of Count Cavour, to whom 
more than any other man of his gen- 
eration the unification of Italy and the 
overthrow of the temporal“ power are 
due.

We offer to our readers without present 
. the following startling figures as 
bearing on the question of tariff reform and 
kindred subjects before or and the 
country. 

First—The aggregate volume of agricult- 
ural food products exported to Europe 
and other foreign markets between the 


years 1874 (the year after the great panic) 


and 1887 exceeded four billions of dollars, the 
exact figures being $4,281,806,078. 

Second—The exports of American merchan- 
dise between 1859 and 1878 were exceeded by 
our imports during the same time by nearly 
1,200 millions of dollars (exact figures $1,176,- 
073,381). In other words, the balance of 
trade went against this country by that 
arhount, and bonds and other securities had 
to be exported and sold in Europe to pay the 
deficiency. 

Third—Until 1873 the exports of Western 
food products had seldom exceeded 100 mill- 
ions in a year, but in the year 1874 the 
amount bounded up to $239,527,856, and has 
gone as high as $421,860,787 (in 1882), repre- 
senting more than haif the total exports of 
the United States that year. 

Fourth—Since 1878 our Western farmers 
have exported to the markets of the world 
so much food product that the balance of 
trade in our favor has exceeded $1,650,000, 000. 
They havethus paid off all our foreign debts, 
drawn gold from Europe to this country, kept 


the precious metals extracted from our mines 


at home, bred thousands of millionaires, and 
enriched everybody except themselves. Is it 
not high time they had a little protection by 
enjoying a peace tariff in time of peace 


Tne free-trade newspapers have learned 
that the carpet manufacturers are in favor of re- 
moving the tariff from carpet wools, But they 
are very careful to suppress what the manu- 
facturers say on the subject of abolishing the 
tariff on carpets.— Turi Trust Crank. 

We have not heard of any bill before Con- 
gress or being prepared by any Congressman 
that proposes to abolish the tariff on carpets. 
The only free-trade newspaper in the United 
States, we believe, is Henry George's 
Standard, and it advocates the repeal of 
tariff duties. on any and all imports without 
exception, There are, however, hundreds 
of tariff-reform newspapers, and we believe 
a majority of the members of Congress, who 
advocate a reduction of the present war 
tariff to a peace basis. If carpet wools are 
put on the free list, as they should be, they 
want a reasonable reduction of the present 
high duties on carpets. We believe that the 


manufacturers will make no serious resist- 


ance to such reduction, but it should be made 
whether they do or not if they get their raw 
materials free of tariff tax.

THE GAS TRUST WORSTED. 


A CONFLICT IN WHICH A MANUFACT- 
URING COMPANY CONQUERED, 


of Their Gas Engine Decreased, the 
Protested, the Trust Insisted—The Firm 
Ordered Out the Meters, Substitated 


Steam, and Will Have Electricity—Io- 


Spection Invited. 

The Gas Trust has struck a snag; it has 
triſled a bit too much with Lanz, Owen & 
Co., and Lanz, Owen & Co. have stood right 
up and “snortea.” The Gas Trust went on 
the theory that it could get along without 
Lanz, Owen & Co., and now Lanz, Owen & 
Co. are proceeding on whe principle that 


they can get along without the Gas Trust, 


and do it cheaper, too. J udging from their 
experience so far they seem to be right. 
They have certainly cut down their expenses 
a bit, and now they propose to sue the gas 
com panies. 

The trouble culminated yesterday, and the 
story is an interesting one. It will be es- 
pecially interesting to the Gas Trust people 
when told in print. It is as follows: , 

Some two years ago Lanz, Owen & Co., 
who occupy thethree upper floors of the 
building Nos. 183-189 Lake street, and therein 
manufacture all manner of leather 
felt the need of some motive power, and they 
put in a gas-engine. It cost them altogether 
about $2,300, and it worked to a charm—at 
first. It ran all the machinery, including 
the elevator, and cost $23.20 during the 
month of July, 1886. That was reasonable 
and they had no fault to find. 

But lately the bills have begun to increase

RESULTS OF * TRUST. 
The Enormous Profits Whith Have Resulted 


from Roofing Manufacturers“ Combine.“ 


New York, Jan. 21.— [Special. —A meeting 
of the coal-tar distillers and felt-roofing man- 
ufacturers was held at their headquarters in 
this city Thursday, and the price of felt 
roofing was advanced W cents a roll. After. 
the meeting the members of the combine 
adjourned to the Hoffman House for a ban- 
quet. Retail deaiers in roofing materials say 
this advance is entirely uncalled for, and 
that it will ruin tneir business. The only 
reason that they can assign tor the increase 
in price is the greed of the corporations who 
control the entire production in this country, 
and haye fortwo years been gorging them- 
selves with enormous profits. The prices 
at. which the felt and pitch are sold 
are said to be several hundred per 
cent of the cost, and although there 
is a duty of 20 per cent these articles can be 
imported from England and sold here consid- 
erably below the present prices. But the 
strength of the pool is such that contractors 
dare not buy except from members of the 
ring. The consumption of tarred paper and 
roofing pitch has also been restric by the 
advanced price, and people have used tin, 
slate, and shingles instead. ‘The present ad- 
vance takes place immediately, and dealers 
say that it will either kill the roofing busi- 
ness or burst the combination, with chances 
in favor of the latter.

Col. William Leigh died last night at his home 
near this city.

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION NO RIGHT TO 
HOLD MORTGAGES. 

Corporation Counsel Green yesterday 
morn received the full text of the Su- 
preme Court decision in the Board of Educa- 
tion case. The opinion was by Justice Scott. 
The proceeding was brought on a petition of 
John P. Neal against Mayor Roche and Con- 
troller Burley to compel them to execute a 
deed to block 88 and the north half of block 
87, in School Section addition to Chicago, in 
conformity with the request of the Board of 
Education. Feb. 23, 1887, the School Board 
had requested the Mayor and City Counsel 
to consent to the sale of the property men- 
tioned to John P. Neal, on condition that 
Neal and the Chicago and Great Western 
Railway Company would execute a mo 
to the board for the sum of $650,000, payab 
in fifty years after May 1, 1888, with interest 
at 5 per cent, payabie Th 
railroad compan 
within a sta 
depot on the cost 
not less than $250,000, — no obligation 
whatever is imposed upon John P. Neal, to 
whom the property ‘is proposed to be con- 
veyed. The City Couteil March 21 approved 
the action of the board. The disagreement 
between tne parti®eisasto whether as a 
matter of law the mortgage should be made 
to the City of Chicago or to the Board of Ed- 
ucation. e seventh division of Sec. 80 of 
the act of 1872, “to establish and maintain 
a system of free schools.“ declares that all 
conveyances of real estate shall be made to 
the city in trust for the use of schools,”’ and, 
further, all such moneys shall be held as a 
special fund for ool purposes. The 
board is given no independent powers as to 
real estate held or to be purchased for school 
purposes.. But in case it is necessary to 
take a mortgage to secure any portion of the 
purchase money the statute is silent as to 
the corporate body to which it shall be made. 
The board had no authority by statute or 
otherwise to take the conveyance of real es- 
tate for school a es. nor, indeed, for any 
other purpose. e court had previous 
heid that a mortgage was a conveyance. It 
is stipulated by counsel that in the event the 
court should hold as it now .doesthe mort- 
gage should be executed to the City of Chi- 
cago a final order should be made directing 
the Mayor and Controller to deliver the con- 
veyance upon the delivery of the mortgage 
to the city. Respondents have no rightful 
authority to make a conveyance of the 
property except upon the written request of 
the board.

SALOONKEEPERS TRY TO SECURE CONCES- 
IONS.

A delegation of the Saloonkeepers’ Associ- 
ation, headed by Attorney Harry Rubens, 
wai on Corporation-Counsel Green yester- 
ony: There were present P. F. Maloney, John 
Feldkamp, John Rhinewaid, Patrick Dolan, 
Louis Rust, August Lueders, .and Barrister 
John McKeogh brought up the rear. The ob- 
ject of the delegation was to confer with the 
Corporation Counsel in to the new 
ordinance prohibiting the sale of liquor to 
minors Harry Rubens was the spokesman 
of the party, and he urged that there was no 
necessity for any municipal action in the 
matter, as the statutes of the State covered 
the ground sufficiently. Mr. Green informed 
the parties that the city proposed to make it 
a matter of police regulation, and preferred 
to have an ordinance covering the offense 
rather than leave the enforcement of the 
Statute to a few constables and State 
officials. Mr. Rubens then argued 
that with a State law in force and a city ordi- 
nance in operation the saloonkeepers would 
be liable to a double prosecution in case they 
were guilty of a transgression of the law. 
Mr. Green said that was the misfortune of 
the saloonkeeper and not the fault of the 
law. Mr. Rubens, tinding his first arguments 
unavailing, then urged upon the Counsel to 
incorporate in the new ordinance a provision 
it an offense to knowingly or will- 
fully sell liquor to a minor, claiming that in 
many cases a prosecution could main- 
tained against a saloonkeeper who sold liquor 
to a person who might be 20 years and 6 
months old. He ciaimed that the intent 
should indicate the offense and not the mere 
act of selling. Mr. Green gave the delega- 
tion but littie satisfaction in regard to his in- 

tentions in the matter, and they withdrew.

WHAT THE “‘TELESEME” CAN DO. 
A Labor-Saving Device Invented by Mr. 
H 


erzog. 

The teleseme is one of the latest time 
and labor saving devices to bid for public fa- 
vor. It is the invention of F. B. Herzog of 
New York, and Mr. Herzog's frierds are 80 
enthusiastic that they even say that as 2 
“wizard” he rivals Edison. Mr. Herzog 
is 28 years of age, and at first intended to 


study law. He graduated from Columbia 


College, and, getting an idea from the mod- 
ern A. D. T. call-box; abandoned law and set 
to work to produce a signaling instrument 
which should be susceptible of a large num- 
ber ofcombinations. Ihe teleseme is the re- 
sultof hislabor. It is an arrangement of 
cog-wheeis so connected that when they are 
set in motaon an arbitrary signal is-sent over 
a wire by electricity and registeted on a pa- 
wk at the other end of the line. 

he only difference between an A. D. T. call-

. box is only capable of registering, say 
different signals, the teleseme is capable of 
transmitting 150. The teleseme has attached 
to it a little electric bell, which may or may 
not be included in the circuit, and may be 
rung from the other end of tne line by means 
of the ordinary push button. 

Mr. E. J. Ovington Jr. of this city is one of 
the gentlemen interested in Mr. He ' in- 
vention and who wants to see it in uced 
in Chicago. In talking about it, he said of 
the application of the system: “ Where the 
system is applied to hotels, a teleseme 
is put in each of 
the push-button now 
office end the registers are arranged. 
The guest has at his dis a dial on which 
are enumerated 150 different wants—drink- 
— eatables, sundries, and miscellaneous 
—which, by actual practical use, has been 
demonstrated to embrace over 95 per cent of 


time in the morning he places the point of the 
taleseme at such a time, presses the button 
that starts the mechanism of the teleseme, 
and at the time indicated the clerk in the 
office pushes a button and the bell rings in 
the te 6 and continues to ring until it 1s 
stopped. In case of fire the clerk in the 
office can, with one movement of the switch, 
communicate with every room in the house 
and sound the alarm bell in every instru- 
ment. By a turn of the switch in room 
the —＋ can, when retiring at night, set the 
bur alarm so that no door, transom, or 
window can be opened without notifying the 


clerk. 
For private houses it is going to be a 
wonderful help, and in many cases will 
probably do away with the keeping of an ex- 
tra girl. The yard and stable can be con- 
nected with the sleeping-rooms and dining- 
tabies with the kitchen. By the addition of 
a teleseme to the telephone he can by tke 
turn of two or more little disks which have 
numbers upon their face designate the num- 
ber of the party he wishes to call. By then 

a button that number is registered 
at the telephone office and he will be called 
up when the connection is made. 

“Over the teleseme orderscan be sent 
from business-house to business-house, and 
from the residence r, butcher,

own to all ping messages. The cost 
of introducing the instrument into the house 
is from $5 to $15 a years. The Board of Trade 
man can sit in his office and send his order 
up to his trader on Change, and by using a 
code such messages can be sent without limit, 
and right there comes in the great advantage 
of the teleseme over all other styles or man- 
ners of sending messages; for if the trader 
happens to be busy and cannot attend to the 
me immediately it is registered on the 
tape ere and can wait convenience. 
Upon going to the instrument he liberates 
and draws out the message in black and 
white, a chemical process being employed to 
make the electric current print the call in in- 
delible black dots.“ Mr. Ovington also spoke 
of its usefulness in connection with the Po- 
lice and Fire Departments, connecting pri- 
vate houses with the stations, as is now 
done by the police signal system, and so on. 

Of course, in hotels or other places where 
a large number of calls are received an op- 
erator will be required to translate the calls. 
Thus he will read from the register: 224

CONGREGATIONALISTS CELEBRATING. 


Continuation of the Semi-Centennial Serv- 
ices at Waukesha. 

WavkesHa, Wis., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—Dur- 
ing the celebration of the semi-centennial of 
the Congregational Church in this village 
many interesting facts have been brought 
out concerning the degree and quality of 
faith necessary for a member of the church 
away back in the forties. Many were the 


rousing arguments on infant baptism, pre- 
destination, foreordination, ana similarly ab- 
struse points, besides the practical questions 
of Mormonism, slavery, and the circus; and 
the listener is led to infer that old 
deacons must have possessed a most 
unusual degree of grace. The address 
of principal memorial interest during to- 
day was that of the Rev. L. Clapp of 
Harland, an aged man, whose name often ap- 
pears among reminiscences of the early 
years of the church and State. He shows 
traces of eighty winters, but seems keen and 
in good: health, and stood d along ad- 
dress without seeming fatigued, his white 
hair crowned with a black skull cap. Mr. 
Clapp is an Easterner by birth. Coming to 
Milwaukee in the green youth of that me- 
tropolis, and early making acquaintance 
with the church and deacons of Prairieville, 
he paid fervent tribute to those eider mem- 
bers of the church, and especially to Deacon 
Robert Love, relating that it was the cus- 
tom of that gentleman during a certain 
famous revival to repair in the middle of the 
night to the house of the minister conduct- 
ing the exercises, arouse him, and, as he ex- 
pressed it. pray faith in him.“ 

Mr. Clapp mentioned two old-fashioned min- 
isters’ meetings, when a few of the cioth used 
to gather in each other’s house and discuss 
questions of spiritual welfare.

The Froverb- Writers Belong to an Early 
Age, When Woman Had Gained None of 
Her Rights and Could Not Resent the 
Hoary Slanders Embalmed in These Al- 
leged Crystals of Wisdom—The Prov- 
erbs of Pagan and Civilized Countries 
Show a Similarity of Opinion. 

San Francisco Chronicle: According to the 
proverb-writers woman has always been the 
same imperfect being, offering her youthful 
frailties, her wifely delinquencies, and the 
weaknesses of her old age with equal impar- 
tiality to the tongue or pen of the satirists, 
who were either the authors of the proverbs 
or the well from which the latter drew their: 
inspiration. She has not only been the same 
in all ages, but she is still, especially after 
age has ripened her virtues and matured her 
faults; the same in all countries of the world, 
pagan or civilized. Itis the acidulated tem- 
per that is the touchstone and the proof, 
for, no matter where you go—in Japan, 
China, Tonquin, Egvpt, or in the fish mar- 
kets of London, Paris, Berlin, Vienna, Rome 
—you see them scolding at one another, ap- 
parently in the same dialect, using the same 
gestures, seemingly having the same causes 
of complaint, and surrounded by precisely 
the same crowds of men of all ages urging 
them on. Proverbs usually find women most 
vulnerable as maidens or as wives. As 
mothers they touch them lightly, and as 
sisters; a relation that implies gentleness 
and fidelity, not at all. 

Proverbs must have long preceded authen- 
tic history. Men in Oriental countries in the 
first ages of the worid were really lords and 
masters, and they talked or wrote freely of 
the weaknesses of the other sex, while the 
women, being in a state of slavery and hard- 
ly supposed to have a soul, certainly not dar- 
ing to — § it was their own, never ventured 
to defend themselves or to-make any reply 
whatever. As soon as there was a written 
lan the traditional proverbs that had ex- 
isted for many ages setting forth the faults 
and vices of women began to be classified 
entof it.

The Chinese and Japanese have found the 
same faults in women. A Japanese proverb 
says of a woman given to dress that she puts 
her husband on her back—that is, his fort- 
une. There is another hinting at the foibles 
of literary women to the effect that when a 
woman wishes to seem intelligent she fails 
to sell her ox, meaning that, like a creeping 
crone at market, she neglects her duties. 
There are others touching onthe more se- 
rious faults of the sex that are too gross for 


repetition. 

here are said to be precisely 660 old 
French proverbs, most of them dating back 
over 300 years. om these it a that 
the girl or young woman has since the Dark 
Ages been looked at in France from a pessi- 
mistic standpoint. Girls were not loved in 
those days. There was a favorit saying that 
they were only born to enrich other families 
—that is, by conveying the patrimony as a 
dower to their husbands. The perplexity of 
aman who is too much a father is expressed 
in the following: The man who has too 
many girls to look after should possess the 
instinctof a shepherd’s dog,’’ which finds 
its echo in the 
your sons when r will, your daughters 
when you can.”’ e gadding disposition of 
young women has always been a cause of re- 
proach. So we und in the collection such 
sayings as these, which seem as fresh as if 
just written: “Girls too much in the street 
are soon lost,” “‘ Girls who love the window 
(or the sidewalk) never make house- 
kee A girl who is too much seen costs 
dear.“ Akin to these are the three that fol-

windows are always in danger,“ and this 
embodying a general sentiment which is rare- 
ly found succinctly expressed, A girl with- 
out fear is good for nothing.“ 

The faults of girls and young women are 
oftener the result of inexperience than of a 
vicious disposition. The proverbialists find 
the foibles and frailties of a woman to whose 
character time should have taught the value 
of goodness and the necessity of discretion 
unpardonable. Her character has become 
— 52 and sbe is regarded as forever 
ready to supplement her natural fascinations 
with an extraordinary talent for deceit. 
The eye of a woman is a spider, Woman 
is always weeping,” “A woman’s weeping 1s 
that of thecrocodile,”’ A woman can mourn 
whine, be sick or well whenever she 3 
A woman and an uncut melon are a pro 
lem,“ are some of the forms in which these 
old French misanthropes (it is to be taken 
for granted that the yowng are never proverb- 
makers) have clothed this thought. 

The French of the Middle Ages had the no- 
tion that has prevailed in Russia till a recent 
date, that a wife needed beating, or that she 
even thought her husband’s love for her get- 
ting cold unless he aaministered personal 
chastisement at least once a day. A woman 
loves to be beaten,” “Beat your wife and 
she will amend,” A horse, whether good or 
bad, needs the whip; so a wife, good or bad 
requires the stick.’ In these days a husband 
who labors under the delusion that his wife 
needs the stick is thought by the general 
public to merit the whipping-post. This is, 
perhaps, the only case where the pro- 
verbial idea respecting a man's rela- 
tion to his wife has entirely changed. 
That regarding women of learning gettin 
out of their sphere has been modified, bu 
the point of the satire remains. The French 
of 300 years ago said: The woman who 
3 Latin never comes to a good end,“ and 
also, It is well to get rid of the woman that 
talks like a man and the pullet that crows 
like a cock.“ In both of these there is a sug- 
gestion of the English proverb, „ Whistling 
girls and crowing hens.“ Taileyrand did not 
care for learned women, and his terse re- 
mark, There is nothing so reposeful as a 
stupid woman, illustrates the pertinacity of 
the idea which 1s latent in the lower intel- 
lectual strata of the present generation. 
Clever women like Mme. de Stael have ap- 
preciated the domestic freedom resulting 
from the possession of a spouse of mediocre 
ability. : 

The following proverbs, iscriminately 
quoted, will give a general conception of the 
manner in which the French judged women 
and wives 300 or 400 years ago: Never tell 
a woman what you wish to conceal,’ 


Never show a woman what you do not in- 


tend to give her He who has a wife has 
a quarrel on his hands; “He who has a 
wife to keep has never a day to himself; 
„God shows his love for a man when he 
taxes from him his wife;” “ The greatest in-

sage in Shakspeare: ‘“ Women are saints at 
church, angels in the street, magpies at their 
doors, goats in the garden, and devils in 
their houses.”’ 

English and Scotch proverbs express simi- 
lar ideas, but are usually more charitabie. 
The few that English books of proverbs see 
fit to classify as American are either kindly 
or mildly satirical, like this: “Women love 
their husbands, but worship their bonnets,” 
to which no woman can object; or, this: 
** Marrying for love is risky, but God smiles 
on it;“ or, this again, which is to the point, 
but still not bitter: A woman can’t keep a 
secret, nor let any one else keep it.“ The fol- 
lowing—the first from the English, the second 
and third from the Scotch—are more bitter: 
„% Building and marrying are great masters.“

Nebraska Coal Trains Cleaned Out by the 
Freezing People. 

Omana, Neb., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—For the 
last twenty-four hours dispatches have been 
received at the office of the Union Pacific 
Railway in this city descriptive of depreda- 
tions which have been and are still bemg 
committed upon the company’s property and 
interference with the movements of their 
trains. Later information, however, proves 
the fact that terrible suffering is be- 
ing experienced along the west part 
of the road in this State, owing 
to the worst coal famine known for years in 
that section of the country. The terrible 
cold weather and the snow blockade, com- 
bined with the inability of the road to fur- 


nish fuel, have resultedin the burning up of

such straits that their outhouses followed

in the bleak prairies, Others stall less 
fortunate in fuel. id to have burned 
fences and even furnitir s of their 
dwellings. Buch a stats of wretchedness has 
not been known for vests, and the suffering 
residents are, in publie opinion, justified in 
the desperate measures they have taken to 
save their own livés.. The first which was 
recorded here was Jan. 18 at Cozard. When 
a freight-train stopped it was met by a party 
of mén Who boldly * 2 two cars of coal 
from the train and it from the cars 
to the ground, where it was immediately 
gathered up and carried away to homes 
where suffering women and children were 
gathered and huddled together in an attempt 
to keep warm enough to sustain life until the 
promised belp arrived. At Shelton last nignt 
the cars were boardea, and desperate men 
began tossing the priceless fuel to the 
ground. The cars r the stop started 
again on their w west, and with the 
jerking of the train one unfortunate citi- 
zen named John Jackson was thrown to 
the ground under the train, when the cars 
laden with the coveted coal passed over his 
leg, crushing it to an unrecognizable mass. 
At Gibbon last, night a train was held ten 
minutes by a crowd, who eagerly looked for 
coal among the cars. At the same station, 
yesterday as a freight-train going west 
coal was thrown from the tender. At 
Shelton, again, the mob pulled the pins 
ot the ocoal-cars and succeeded in 
keeping one car out ofthe train. An extra 
train passing Cozard was boarded and fully 
half a car of coal thrown off before the train 
pulled out. At Kearney a train coming east 
was seized, and the train authorities yielded 
up one car of coal and thus prevented vio- 
lence, as the whole heavily-loaded train 
would have been reliéved of its burden had 
not such pacific measures been resorted to. 


DOWN AN EMBANKMENT, 


Passenger Cars Rolled Over and Over and 
Several Persons Hurt. 
MARYSVILLE, Kas., Jan. 21.—A south-bound 
passenger-train on the Oketo & Republican 
Valley Railroad was wrecked by a broken 
rail two miles north of Oketo at 10 o’clock a.
